It is in the very nature of Christian^ 


ity to grow and spread. When a Chris- 
tian experience becomes limited to an 
individual,

community, it ceases to be' Christian. 


There can be no such thing as a nar- 


row or limited Christianity, if the 
Got pel of Christ tells of the 'love of a 
gracious God whose 
presence 
and 


power fill the whole • universe, there' 
can be no individual in this world to 
wlioin, or no place in this world to 
which, that 'Gospel is not related. 


The impulse to tell the good. news 


quickly became, manifest in the Chris- 
tian church, and here in our lesson 
we have an instance of. the Gospel 
transcending the color line. Philip, a, 
Christian disciple, was moved to go 
toward the south in the desert land 
lying between Jerusalem and Gaza. 


The lesson says that an angel of the 


Lord spake unto Philip. Just how, we 
do not know. The important thing is 
that Philip heard this inward voice, 
and went. 


There in the desert he found an 


Ethiopian— a man of great authority 
under Candace, queen of the Ethio- 
pians ,in charge of all her treasure — 
who had come to Jerusalem to wor- 
ship, and who was reading the proph- 
ecy of Isaiah. 


That same inward voice of the spirit 


told Philip to go near and make the 
acquaintance of the ^Ethiopian. Philip 
did so. and began an interesting con- 
versation, by inquiring whether the 
great man understood what he was 
reading.

The emblems of both major political 


partles-rthc Democratic donkey and 
the 
Republican elephant—were 
in- 


spired by the same cartoonist. Thomns 
Nast, who won fame for his drawings 
in' Harper's Weekly'. 


The Democratic donkey came into 


existence .on January 10, 1870,- when 
the cartoon shown below appeared in 
Harper"s. The Democrats still were 
bitterly, assailing Lincoln's secretary 
of war, Edwin M. Stanton, (hough he 
had died a short time before. 


Using the old fable of the mule de- 


fying :.the dead lion, Nast's cartoon 


showed the lion, labelled Stanton, be- 
neath a tree, with n donkey lashing 
his heels at the carcass. The donkey 
emblem speedily found favor with the 
Democrats and they adopted it. 


The G. O. P. elephant first appeared 


in the cartoon shown here, printed in 
Harper's November 7, 1874. Its basis' 
war. 
another fable, of the donkey 


clothed in lion's skin, which brayed 
in the jungle and frightened the ele- 
phant into dashing into a trap set .by 
a wily fox. 


The elephant as an emblem pleased 


Republicans, so it was adopted to 
represent their party.
